Unshaven, his lips thin over 
the rubber mouthpiece, he be- 
came a symbol of primal man 
stalking human prey. 


He had come out of the Colo- 
rado gold mining camps and the 
road had been hard. He saw men 
with good clothes and money to 
spend. Hé saw the good hotels, 
the women in furs and jewels and 
the great, rich automobiles. 


And it 
was a hunger not to be satisfied 
by bread alone.

State, City 
File To Kill 
Bus Suit 


New attempts have been made 
by the City of Atlanta and the 
State to knock out of federal court 
a suit aimed at ending city bus 
segregation in Atlanta. 


Attorneys for both the city and 
the state filed new briefs asking 
the court to dismiss the suit filed 
by two Atlanta Negro ministers 
in June 1957. The suit attacks the 
constitutionality of segregation on 
the buses. 


The briefs were filed in re- 
sponse to an order by U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge Frank A. Hooper, who 
requested the attorneys to clarify 
certain legal points of earlier mo- 
tions to. dismiss which were filed 
last December. 


Georgia’s Attorney General Cook 
asked that the matter be left to 
state courts. 


He also pointed out that six Ne- 
groes were arrested in January 
1957, for attempting to ride on 
front seats ‘of buses which are 
normally reserved for white pas- 
sengers. Their cases are still 
pending in Fulton Superior Court. 


Cook said when the suit was 
instituted in federal court, a 
criminal prosecution was pending 
against “‘members of the class 


represented by the plaintiffs.”

It looked to us, if Mr. Williams will 
pardon us, that he was trying to beat the 
grand jury to the punch. But then, .of 
course, we could be wrong. But it did 
have that look. 

We go along with Mr. Cadenhead, too, 
when he said he didn’t think much. of 
what Mr. Williams had turried up. Asked 
if the commissioner had been helpful, Mr. 
Cadenhead said, “It is self-evident we 
have gotten nothing from him’. . . the big 
sales tax cases have not been reported 
yet. The real money is yet to come.” 

Most of the cases on which the grand 
jury has taken action were reported in 
The Atlanta Constitution some time ago. 
Mr. Williams at that time rebuked “the 
lying newspapers” but later admitted a 
few irregularities. Now he confirms there 
were more. It is at once obvious that a 
charge of incompetent operation ‘of the 
office is indicated. Mr. Williams belat- 
edly fired three men. But, after all, 
whose orders were they supposed to be 
taking? 

We hope that some of the men in Mr. 
Williams’ department will grow tired of 
carrying him on their backs and will, for 
the sake of themselves, their families, and 
their future, tell what they know, if any- 
thing, to the county and federal investi- 
gators. 

We trust that a tax-weary people, 
learning with what callous, careless waste 
and admitted “irregularities” their money 
has been handled, will.give all support 
to the grand jury and to the solicitor’s 
office. 

There is, as Gov.-nominate Ernest 
Vandiver has indicated, a thoroughly rot- 
ten mess in Georgia’s state capital. He has 
told the state how it has brought us near 
bankruptcy. The full facts may never be 
known. But the Fulton investigators are 

making some progress. We can only hope 
for more.

Brooks County has a population of 17,000 and Quitman has 
5,100 (1957 estimates). It is the state’s 5ist most populous county 
(1950 census). 


The county covers 492 square miles, ranking 
29th in size among Georgia counties. In 1954, 
there were 1,703 farms in Brooks County. Con- 
trary to the trend in the majority of Georgia 
counties, the acreage of cropland has remained 
fairly stable throughout the years. 


It is one of the highest ranking agricultural 
counties of the state. In 1954, it led all counties 
in production of watermelons, was fifth in pro- 


duction of hogs, eighth in production of cattle, 
tenth in production of pecans, and ninth in sales of all farm 
products. There is considerable truck farming in Brooks. 


Other towns in the county are Barney, Morven and Dixie. 
Okapilco Creek, Withlacoochee River, Aucille Creek and Little 
River flow through Brooks County. Its principal highways are 
U.S. 221 and 84, and Ga. 33, 76, 38, 94 and 122.

Two years ago a team which attempted to pass against Tech 
was merely signing a defeat warrant.

Tulane has fine pitchers in Richie Petitbon, Carlton Sweeney 
and Phil Nugent. In two games this trio has completed 36 of 63 
aerials for 363 yards and three TDs. 


There’s always thé possibility, of course, that Pilney may 
advertise his air game and rely ona’ ground attack. Kentucky 
gouged the Tech line for a profit of 228 yards; Florida State net- 
ted 72. 


—Tech Has More Guns in Offensive Duel 


Though Coach Bobby Dodd has sorted his finest offensive and 
defensive performers into separate units, Tech hasn’t employed the 
two-platoon system as much. The Jackets are steering away, 
rather than toward, the platoon plan of free substitution days. How- 
ever, Coach Dodd feels that Tech has benefited from the grouping 
of offensive and defensive stickouts. 


Sophomores.scored all of Tech's points in the FSU game, and 
Reggie Logan, Ronnie Lewis, Chick Graning, Walter Howard, Ben 
Smith and soph brethren are slated for more service Saturday. 


Tulane has been far more proficient on offense than defense. 
Florida belted out 3% points, Texas collected three TDs in the 
21-20 squeeze. Over a two-year span, eight of the last nine 
Greenie foes have reaped two or more touchdowns. Ironically, 
Tech hasn't cashed three TD chips since the last engagement 
with the Greenies seven games ago. 


That's precisely the number of touchdowns I’m forecasting for 
the Jackets Saturday. In a game which stacks up as a crowd 
pleaser, Tech is the choice by a 21-15 margin. The Jackets need 
this one @s'a stimulant, for Tennessee, Auburn, SMU, Duke, Clem- 

son, Alabama and Georgia follow in that order. 


Texas was labeled aS a ‘“‘must” game for Georgia way back 
yonder two weeks ago when the more optimistic Bulldog fans were 
actually blowing bow! bubbles. Vanderbilt then was called the game 
Georgia had to win. Now South Carolina must become the turning 
point if the Bulldogs are to enjoy a successful season. A step in 
the wrong direction Saturday will remove all hopes of a winning 
campaign. 


Georgia loaded the gun against Texas and fired a blank as a 
result of 10 fumbles. In that game, however, the Bulldogs flashed 
promise for the future. Yet, they failed to deliver in a lackluster 
performance against Vanderbilt. 


Texas cashed in breaks to register a-13-8 decision. Vanderbilt 
soundly thrashed the Bulldogs in a contest which wasn’t nearly as 
close as the 21-14 score indicated.- Loss of tackle Nat Dye, who 
probably won't see service Saturday, on the first play of the Vandy 
game was a jolt to the Bulldogs. 


With the exception‘of the 95-yard march engineered by Francis 
Tarkenton. against Texas, the Georgia ground game has proved 
inept. The blocking has been spotty, and no back has been able 
to shake loose with any degree of consistency. 


—An About-Face Forecast for Georgia 


Sophomore Fred Brown still may prove to be the breakaway 
runner for which Georgia has frantically searched these many 
years. He carried the ball only once against Vandy and wound up 
the second leading rusher. He'll undoubtedly carry it much more 
against South Carolina. 


Tarkenton, the promising home-town product, started the Vandy 
game. But when Georgia went into reverse after recovering an 
early fumble, Tarkenton was lifted in favor of junior Charley Britt. 


Britt, who had a bad night against Texas, fired the Bulldogs to 
redeeming 


two touchdowns in a performance. Coaches are hoping 
that Britt, Tarkenton and Tommy Lewis will catch a hot hand on 


the same day against the Gamecocks. All three are slated for ° 


service in.a game which will mark Tarkenton’s varsity debut before 
the home folks. 


Two weeks ago this contest had the makings of a. “classic.” 
South Carolina had knocked off Duke and Georgia had no apolo- 
gies to make for the Texas effort. But Vandy stunned the Bull- 
the Gamecocks, 45-8. Virginia then 
removed some of the glitter from the Gamecocks’ win over Duke 
by upending the Blue Devils last week. 


However, the game still should be a five-star show. South Caro- 
lina has. two of the finest running backs in the South in King Dixon 
and Alex Hawkins. WHard-nosed football is the trademark of both 
clubs, so you'll see plenty of primitive knocking. . 


Admittedly, I overrated the Bulldogs at the outset, but some 
olks may be underrating them. At any rate, here’s a prediction 
that the Bulldogs will win the game they have to win. Say by a

Just how effective is this wide-open football attack 
of Oklahoma and Army after a‘week of defensive plan- 
ning? That’s what everyone is waiting to see Saturday 


as Oregon and Penn State, 


The Sooners, rated first in the 
Associated Press poll of sports- 
writers and broadcasters, lay 
their tremendous offensive record 
against defense-minded Oregon.

Army Coach Red Blaik sent 
films of his new “Bazooka” or 
“Lonesome End” formation to 
all opponents except Navy and 
dared them to find a defense for 
it.

RICHMOND, Va. (#—The withering of a program 
designed to provide private class facilities for 10,000 
integration-idled white pupils in Norfolk and the fore- 
cast of further court action next week marked Virginia’s 
troubled school front Friday. 


Norfolk Council sought to avail 
itself of a state law that would 
have the governor — on request 
—take over a school and reopen 
it as a segregated facility under 
the police powers of the state. Al- 
mond apparently had discounted 
this plan in advance when he re- 
jected the idea that state sover- 
eignty could be used to contravene 
federal power. 


The National Assn. for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
served notice it would try to get 
the six schools open in Norfolk—on 
an integrated basis. Atty. Victor J. 
Ashe said he would ask U.S. Judge 
Walter E. Hoffman Monday to pro- 
vide additional relief for the 17 
Negro pupils Hoffman ordered 
admitted to the schools. 


WEDNESDAY HEARING 


The NAACP plan in Norfolk fol- 
lowed Thursday's disclosure that 
its attorneys will seek the reopep- 
ing of Warren County High School 
at a hearing Wednesday before 
Judge John Paul at Harrisonburg, 
Va. The 1,000-pupil Warren County 
school at Front Royal was the 
first to be shuttered under the 
massive resistance policy when 22 
Negro pupils were ordered ad- 
mitted. Warren County has no 
high school for Negroes.

The experts—Tommy Bart- 
lett’s Water Ski Stars, who're 
exhibiting their skill twice dai- 
ly at free performances at the 
Southeastern Fair—are taking 
time out during their 10-day stay 
here to teach Boys’ Club mem- 
bers the art of water skiing. 


Next summer, the youths will 


turn instructors to teach other

SAFE, EASY 


“No wonder water skiing is 
becoming a favorite family 
sport,”’ observed Cliff. ‘‘How can 
you miss? It’s not dangerous, 
and equally easy for boys, girls, 
young and old. You can’t beat 
the thrill of speed, skilled ma- 
neuvering, and the enjoyment 
of the combination of boating, 
swimming and skiing.” 


Joan added there is no age 
limit—a child can begin to 
learn as soon as he’s strong 
enough to pull himself up with 
the tow rope—and the sport is 
quickly mastered. (“We can 
teach most people—particularly 
those in their early teens—to 
water ski in 15 minutes,”’ she 
added, and proved it with the 
group of Atlantans, who are re- 
ceiving the lessons free of 
charge. ) 


EQUIPMENT 

Cliff pointed out that water 
skiing is now an inexpensive 
sport, with equipment easily 
available, to be rented or pur- 
chased, and dealers are always 
ready to help select the various 
sizes and types for individual 


water bugs. Careful considera- 
tion should be given to the se- 
lection of tow rope, as well as 
skis. (There are many sizes and 
grades suitable for water ski- 
ing,”’ Cliff said. ‘‘Nylon or linen 
is probably the best, but any 60 
to 75-foot-length of good quality, 
quarter-inch manila rope is sat- 
isfactory.’’) 


‘You don’t néed any specially- 
designed or constructed boat for 
water skiing,”” added Johnny. 
“The average runabout will do. 
It’s a good idea to have remote 
control throttle and steering, but 
they’re not essential. 


“Tt’s no longer necessary to 
use a costly inboard motor to 
pull water skiers, either,” he 
continued. ‘“‘Outboards will give 
fine performances.” 


BASSIC ESSENTIALS 


Pointing out that, as In any 
sport, the basic essentials of 
water skiing must be understood 
before you are in the water, the 
ski stars guided their students 
through a ‘“‘dry land practice,” 
then on to other stages. Here 
are their expert instructions: 


Dry .Land .Practice:. Place 
skis parallel on ground, six to 
ten inches apart. Put them on, 
making sure footharnesses are 
snug, comfortable, Sit down on 
back ends of skis, with legs 


drawn up tight against chest. 
Put arms out straight. (“It'll 
probably help you at first to 
lock your knees together be- 
tween your arms,” suggested 
Eve. ‘‘You’ll be able to control 
your skis better when you're 
pulled up.’’) Get the feel of tow 
line and bar. Have someone 
pull you up from a sitting posi- 
tion, still keeping elbows 
straight. Practice sitting up ex-

Let’s Chop Up a Big Reindeer 
And Make Some Good locotook

Atianta Constitution Food Edneur 
locotook—that’s Eskimo for 

ice cream, and it’s the favorite 

dish of the arctic men. The 
recipe Chief Chester Seveck 
gave doesn’t exactly coincide 
with the American recipe, but 
if he says there is a similarity 
—he’s the one to know. 


The chief is down here from 
Kadzepue, Alaska, a village far 
above the Arctic Circle, 1,600 
miles north of Anchorage. He 
says it’s cold up there, about 
60 below zero in the winter 


time. That is the reason iocotook 
is the favorite food, because 
the Eskimo eats only raw 
frozen food in the wintertime. 


Since cooked warm food 
would warm the cold man’s 
body, he must eat only cold 
food. If he drinks hot coffee he 
is very warm for a few min- 
utes, but then when the heat 
wears off he “feels’’ the cold. 
With frozen food the chief nev- 
er gets cold, and never catches 
cold—even at 60 below. 


ICE CREAM 


But back to the “ice cream”’ 
or iocotook—this is the recipe 
as given by the chief. Chop up 
reindeer fat into a big pan 
which is set over a fire, stir. 
Add water and seal oil, stir 
over fire 2 to 3 hours. Then 


chop up reindeer meat and add 
to the mixture, freeze. Some- 
times this delectable dish can 
be made with one of the three 
kinds of berries that grow there 
some summers — blueberries, 
blackberries, and another kind 
that sounded like “‘salmon.”’ 


At 8 am. when the chief 
gave this recipe he was eating 
an egg with ham. He seemed 
as delighted with his breakfast 
as a child with cotton candy. 
When asked, he said the only 
eggs they saw up there, 6,000 
miles north, are the occasional 
ones they find in the cliffs 
while hunting in the spring. 


Mr. Seveck is not entirely 
new to our way of eating, be- 
cause during the three months 
of summer his wife cooks his 
seal, walrus, fish and whale 
meat. From his interview, sour- 
dough and biscuits are the only 
other cooked dishes besides the 
ice cream, except in summer 
there is stew. 

CHIEF, AGE 68 

Chief, aged 68, has 11 chil- 
dren, 32 grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren. But only 
occasionally does even the im- 
mediate family sit down to 
breakfast, lunch or dinner. The 
Eskimo eats when he gets hun- 
gry, and when he gets hungry 
he goes to the meat box, pulls 


out a strip of blubber, takes a 
bit and cuts it free from the 
strip. 


He then dips the tasty morsel 
in seal oil just as we would but- 
ter. The very sharp knife is the 
only “‘silverware’’ he has. He 
does not sit down on a chair at 
the table and cross his legs, but 
squats on the floor. He likes 
American food, but not as well 
as his own. 


Sometimes when the chief is 
out hunting, he may go for 24 
hours without eating. Some- 
times he has one meal a day, 
sometimes two, sometimes none. 
He explains by saying, ‘Not 
hungry, no eat.’ One time he 
went for nine days with only 
water. That was when the 
chunk of ice he was on broke 
off into the sea and floated 
across to the other side. Then 
he had to walk 60 miles back to 
his village. 


On one of Chief's visits to 
“civilization” he brought his 
unenthusiastic wife along. She 
said she didn’t mind flying, but 
asked him please to promise her 
she wouldn't have to ride in a 
car. He didn’t say anything. At 
the airport when they landed 
and a “taxi car’ came, she 
made a little scene, but finally 
said, “Yes, but you hold me 
tight."” She kept her eyes tight- 
ly shut and gave a great sigh

when the car stopped and she
